aad has {utliciently confidered the nature 
and difpofition of the human heart, mult be con- 
vinced that the obfervation of Cato, re{pecting the 
influence of his country women, wi!l apply with 
equal juttice to every other nation, where the peo- 
ple have made any confiderable advances towards 
civilization, Hiftory informs us that when man- 
kind were imvolved in ignorance and barbarity, 
the female world was coofideréd as diftinét from 
the wumaa ipecles——as a race of Uiidgs created 
merely forthe convenience of man. They were 
compelled to perform the moft laborious talks, and 
were uled more as beafls of buriben, than as rati- 
onal creatures, They were forced to drag out a 
miferable exittance, (uffering every hardthip, which 
their crue!, tyrannic hufbaads, or unfeeling fa- 
thers, were dilpofed to infi:ct uponthem. But as 
the veil of ignorance began tobe removed from 
the miads of men, the female world grew more 
and more refectable; andin proportion as know- 
ledge and refinement prevailed, they were carefled 
and efleemed.
